Thirty five bodies have been recovered from the 
Ohio river following the collapse of a bridge that 
joined Ohio and West Virginia at Point Pleasant, 
W. Va. 
Surely this tragedy will awaken the American 
people to the danger from overloading by trucks, 
whose capacity and size are increased at almost 
every session of state legislatures throughout the 
country. 
Motorists have registered only mild protest at 
the inconvenience and safety hazards involved in 
passing ever longer trucks often traveling at high 
speeds, occasionally exceeding their speed limit, 
sometimes tailgating another truck or driving in 
tandem, occupying both lanes, while the two truck 
drivers visited. 
They have been almost obvious of the expense 
to which the heavy trucks have burdened other 
highway users in replacing obsolete bridges and 
highways, which have crumbles under their weight 
— less spectacularly and less tragically, of 
course, than the Point Pleasant bridge. 
Engineers will be arguing for months about the 
elements which contributed to the collapse of the 
Point Pleasant bridge but after examining the 
steel, Dr. Thomas Stelson, who heads the civil 
engineering department of Carnegie-Mellon uni­ 
versity, said overloading was the cause of failure. 
The bridge was designed in a period of two-axle 
trucks weighing 15 tons. No one then envisioned 
the monsters that now travel the nation’s highways, 
causing modern bridges to be designed for three 
axle trucks weighing 36 tons. 
Anyone w ant to guess what will be needed 25 years 
from now? 
None of the bridges built 35 years ago were de­ 
signed to meet today’s truck weight requirements. 
The truckers maintain an effective lobby in state 
legislators. This is their privilege. 
But the lobby has been more successful than it 
had the right to be. 
It is true that the bigger trucks pay higher taxes 
but this revenue is not sufficient to provide the 
type of highways and bridges required for their 
use. 
If this is progress the price in human lives and 
in the cost of replacing highways and bridges is 
too high. 
Surely the Point Pleasant bridge collapse proves 
it in a tragic way that will make it apparent to 
apathetic Americans, who haven’t taken the time 
heretofore to pay much attention to what their 
legislatures were doing.

The heart transplant performed on Louis Wash- 
kansky in Capetown, South Africa, involved ge­ 
netics as well as surgery. 
Even though surgical problems were met, the 
operation could fail because of genetic differ­ 
ences between Washkansky and the donor of his 
new' heart. 
The human body tends to reject any foreign tis­ 
sue placed inside it. In Washkansky’s case the 
rejection process has been delayed by skillful 
use of drugs. 
It will be months before physi­ 
cians can safely pronounce the operation a 
success. 
In modern times the study of genetics has 
made important strides. 
An important byproduct of the research is 
genetic counseling for parents concerned about 
the possibility of producing defective children. 
Around 40 institutions now offer such counseling 
compared with fewer than 30 four years ago 
and 10 in 1959. 
A survey of community genetics programs in 
1966 showed that 15 states had programs in their 
health departments. 
New York state health de­ 
partment has announced plans to make counsel­ 
ing available. 
The counseling is limited to analysis of the 
genetic background of the prospective father 
and mother. 
Within 25 years some geneticists believe that 
it will be possible to correct abnormalities in 
human embryos before birth. 
The life span may be lengthened and human 
intelligence improved through more advanced 
scientific knowledge.

The United States has learned by experience 
the hard way that cease-fires in Vietnam bor­ 
der on lunacy. 
During last year’s holiday stand downs there 
were 178 communist incidents. 
The idea that soldiers will agree to stop killing 
each other for stated periods and then resume 
the shooting has never made much sense. 
It has been particularly appealing to Americans 
because they hunger for peace and they always 
hope that negotiations to end the war will begin 
during a truce. These have become threadbare, 
forlorn hopes. 
Serious as has been the Communist gunfire 
breaking the truces, they haven’t caused the 
damage to our troops that the bombing pauses 
have invited. 
North Vietnam always has cap­ 
italized on bombing pauses to reinforce units 
in the south with men and supplies. The United 
States has done the same thing but the big ad­ 
vantage has gone to the enemy. 
This year the Viet Cong again are generous 
with promises. 
The enemy has said they will observe three-day 
cease fires for Christmas and New Year’s. 
For Tet, the lunar new year when Vietnamese 
fam ilies traditionally get together for the biggest 
holiday of the year, they propose a seven-day 
truce. 
The South Vietnamese have not been enthusiastic 
about truces. 
This year the United States is 
matching this lack of enthusiasm for good reason.

Thirty five bodies have been recovered from the 
Ohio river following the collapse of a bridge that 
joined Ohio and West Virginia at Point Pleasant, 
W. Va. 
Surely this tragedy will awaken the American 
people to the danger from overloading by trucks, 
whose capacity and size are increased at almost 
every session of state legislatures throughout the 
country. 
Motorists have registered only mild protest at 
the inconvenience and safety hazards involved in 
passing ever longer trucks often traveling at high 
speeds, occasionally exceeding their speed limit, 
sometimes tailgating another truck or driving in 
tandem, occupying both lanes, while the two truck 
drivers visited. 
They have been almost obvious of the expense 
to which the heavy trucks have burdened other 
highway users in replacing obsolete bridges and 
highways, which have crumbles under their weight 
— less spectacularly and less tragically, of 
course, than the Point Pleasant bridge. 
Engineers will be arguing for months about the 
elements which contributed to the collapse of the 
Point Pleasant bridge but after examining the 
steel, Dr. Thomas Stelson, who heads the civil 
engineering department of Carnegie-Mellon uni­ 
versity, said overloading was the cause of failure. 
The bridge was designed in a period of two-axle 
trucks weighing 15 tons. No one then envisioned 
the monsters that now travel the nation’s highways, 
causing modern bridges to be designed for three 
axle trucks weighing 36 tons. 
Anyone want to guess what will be needed 25 years 
from now? 
None of the bridges built 35 years ago were de­ 
signed to meet today’s truck weight requirements. 
The truckers maintain an effective lobby in state 
legislators. This is their privilege. 
But the lobby has been more successful than it 
had the right to be. 
It is true that the bigger trucks pay higher taxes 
but this revenue is not sufficient to provide the 
type of highways and bridges required for their 
use. 
If this is progress the price in human lives and 
in the cost of replacing highways and bridges is 
too high. 
Surely the Point Pleasant bridge collapse proves 
it in a tragic way that will make it apparent to 
apathetic Americans, who haven’t taken the time 
heretofore to pay much attention to what their 
legislatures were doing.

Genetics are going to play an increasingly im­ 
portant role in life during the next half century. 
The heart transplant performed on Louis Wash- 
kansky in Capetown, South Africa, involved ge­ 
netics as well as surgery. 
Even though surgical problems were met, the 
operation could fail because of genetic differ­ 
ences between Washkansky and the donor of his 
new heart. 
The human body tends to reject any foreign tis­ 
sue placed inside it. In Washkansky’s case the 
rejection process has been delayed by skillful 
use of drugs. 
It will be months before physi­ 
cians can safely pronounce the operation a 
success. 
In modern times the study of genetics has 
made important strides. 
An important byproduct of the research is 
genetic counseling for parents concerned about 
the possibility of producing defective children. 
Around 40 institutions now offer such counseling 
compared with fewer than 30 four years ago 
and IO in 1959. 
A survey of community genetics programs in 
1966 showed that 15 states had programs in their 
health departments. 
New York state health de­ 
partment has announced plans to make counsel­ 
ing available. 
The counseling is limited to analysis of the 
genetic background of the prospective father 
and mother. 
Within 25 years some geneticists believe that 
it will be possible to correct abnormalities in 
human embryos before birth. 
The life span may be lengthened and human 
intelligence improved through more advanced 
scientific knowledge.

For Tet, the lunar new year when Vietnamese 
families traditionally get together for the biggest 
holiday of the year, they propose a seven-day 
truce. 
The South Vietnamese have not been enthusiastic 
about truces. 
This year the United States is 
matching this lack of enthusiasm for good reason. 
Gen. W illiam C. W estmoreland has cautioned re­ 
peatedly that cease fires give military advantage 
to the Beds. 
He is entitled to more support from the Ameri­ 
can people than he has received in the past in 
curbing these extended stand-downs. 
Surely the nation’s bleeding hearts have learned 
their lesson by now.

G uevara’s failure has four lessons for Vietnam and future

1—G uevara's insurgency depended almost solely on m ili­ 
tary force. His primary strategy seem ed to be the creation 
of a guerrilla army which would, by hit-and-run tactics, con­ 
fuse. demoralize and destroy the Bolivian army. 
Guevara’s men m ade little or no attempt to build up a base 
of support among the country people among whom they 
operated. They created no friendly people’s organizations. 
They had no interlocking village youth and w om en’s groups 
and farmers associations and no real political “ liberation” 
front in which the common man participated. 
As a result, the farmers and villagers repeatedly informed 
to the government on the location of Che's men 
2—The farm ers and villagers, as Guevara himself 
re­ 
marked didn't seem interested in the revolution 
Bolivia had. in its own way. made a considerable attempt 
to improve the lot of the farmer. Progress may not have been 
spectacular, but it has been relatively steady 
This limited 
success apparently was enough to discourage the country peo­ 
ple from risking their lives in a shaky guerrilla movement. 
3—The Bolivian arm y, with the co-operation of American 
aid and intelligence training, struck early—before the Com ­ 
munists had time to build up their strength

forces thus caught Guevara's m ovement off balance. 
Sinoe Communist undergrounds normally take 10 to 20 years 
to mature, early action is usually possible 
II the action is 
well-planned, the fighting phase of the 
war 
can be short 
-I—The Communist groups in Bolivia were split and fighting 
among themselves 
in recent years five Bolivian Marxist- 
I.eninist parties vied with each other. 
Guevara's men had 
made little progress in infiltrating the Bolivian miners, among 
whom antigovernment feelings often run strong. 
The lessons for Vietnam are clear. 
It is as important to 
infiltrate, win over or weed out 'through the creation of strong 
rival organizations i the Viet Cong village and hamlet youth 
and women's groups 
farmer's associations and other local 
political organizations as it is to win military battles 
It is essential to take steps to exploit the differences be­ 
tween local Viet Cong groups in the south and between the 
VC and Hanoi 
It is necessary to step up further the actions that will cr e­ 
ate among South Vietnam's villagers the belief their own gov ­ 
ernment will give them the chance to improve their own 
future 
I he Guevara episode makes it clear that it is much less 
costly in lives, monev and suffering to nip future Red subver­ 
sive insurgencies when they are young and weak—whether in 
\sia. I.atin America or Africa 
Vietnams cost too much

The Cuna 
Indians are said to have helped 
Balboa on his way to discover 
the Pacific Ocean in 1513. Today 
the Cunas are doing the next 
best thing for American troops. 
They are washing their dishes. 
In a way, this could be called 
the Cuna contribution 
to 
the 
A m e r i c a n military effort. 
They've liberated the GI from 
routine cleanup tasks for more 
important duties. 
From the Cima viewpoint this 
is a purely commercial effort. 
He gets a minimum $30 a month 
and some fringe benefits- free 
housing and food. The GI pays 
for his services out of his own 
pocket, about $2 to $3 monthly. 
The use of non milita ry help in 
U.S. military posts is an old 
practice. The Army has to ad­ 
here to tribal channels to get 
the Cunas to help. 
The Cunas come with a chief 
with whom the top brass must 
deal on all matters. A s a recog­ 
nition of his higher station, the 
chief makes $50 a month and 
rates a single bed while the oth­ 


ers sleep in double bunks. 
The Cunas are a race of fish­ 
ing and farming folk who live on 
the San Bias Islands off Pana­ 
ma's northeast coast, some 75 
miles from here. Fiercely proud 
of their origin, they are dedicat­ 
ed to the preservation of race 
purity. Foreigners are not per­ 
mitted among them. On the is­ 
lands, social relations between 
strangers and Cuna ladies are 
taboo. Cuna girls visiting the 
mainland have chaperones. 
Authorities on Cuna life de­ 
scribe them as among the hap­ 
piest, hardest working and least 
’duplicated people anywhere. 
"They are a very clean, or­ 
derly people and lead a high 
moral life .” said Lt. Col. James 
D. Hunsaker of Pueblo, Colo., 
the Quarry Heights post com­ 
mander. 
"They keep pretty much to 
themselves 
and 
there’s 
no 
record of a serious incident be­ 
tween them and the troops,” 
said another officer. 
The Cunas are 
among 
the 
8,500 non-U.S. personnel 
em­ 
ployed in the Canal Zone, About 
17 of them work in the Quarry 
Heights post. Their 
chief 
is 
Temistocles 
Arias, 
a 
short, 
stocky moon-faced man of 20. 
"We like it fine here,” he says 
in Spanish although he speaks a 
bit of English. 
The Indians work in tho offi­ 
cers’ club, in the troop m ess 
and billets doing custodial serv­ 
ices.

that Burroughs Corp. has won a 
$60-million Air Force computer 
contract that originally went to 
International 
Business 
Ma­ 
chines for $114 million, some in­ 
teresting questions seek 
an­ 
swers. 
Specifically: 
-Were the original require­ 
ments written in such a manner 
that only IBM could qualify for 
the contract? 
— What accounting method did 
the Air Force use in calculating 
that the original IBM bid, which 
not only was the highest but was 
nearly double the price of other 
bids, represented a price differ­ 
ence "not of significant magni­ 
tude?" 
— Is the electronic computer 
industry, which is as important 
to the information revolution as 
the steam engine was to the in­ 
dustrial revolution, really so 
lopsided that only Ibm was able 
to fill the original order? 
— Why, of 15 companies which 
requested copies of the Air 
Force's needs, did only four 
companies respond with bids? 
This is not to suggest that the 
Air Force is guilty of wrong­ 
doing. It may be that its de­ 
mands were justifiabl' high and 
that it can defend itself on every 
score. 
But, if clear answers are 
available, the companies, the 
country, the Air Force and the 
various agencies investigating 
the computer industry should 
benefit. These answers are not 
that obvious so far. 
The computer caper began 
July 23, 1966, when the Air 
Force released copies of its re­ 
quirements for a computing sys­ 
tem tc handle personnel and ac­ 
counting work.

If You Were the Judge 
Evidence iii Illegal 
Search Worthless

When two police officers rang Benny’s front door bell, 
Benny pleasantly Invited them to enter. It wasn't that he felt 
that he had nothing to hide. More likely, he felt that there was 
nothing they could find. 
As Benny talked with his two v is it o r s , however, they sr.ooped- 
around until they uncovered evidence that linked overconfident 
Benny to a recent crime. Charged with its commission by the 
two officers, Benny argued in court that the evidence couldn’t 
be used against him. 
“ You can't penalize a man for being hospitable,’’ he told the 
judge. “ When I invited those cops into my home, I didn't invite 
them in to do me in. They had no right to go poking around for 
evidence." 
“ While justice may be blind," retorted the officers, “ police­ 
men aren't. Once inside Benny's apartment, we just couldn't 
ignore evidence if we found it." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the evidence to 
be used against Benny? 
This is how die judge ruled; No! The judge held that because 
Benny invited the police officers into his apartment it did not 
mean he had invited them to search it; that without a search 
warrant their search was illegal and tile fruits of an illegal 
search cannot be used as evidence.

If You Were the Judge 
Evidence in Illegal 
Search Worthless

When two police officers rang Benny's front door bell, 
Benny pleasantly invited them to enter. It wasn't that he felt 
that he had nothing to hide. More likely, he felt that there was 
nothing they could find. 
As Benny talked with his two visitors, however, they sr.ooped- 
around until they uncovered evidence that linked overconfident 
Benny to a recent crime. Charged writh its commission by the 
two officers, Benny argued in court that the evidence couldn’t 
be used against him. 
“ You can't penalize a man for being hospitable," he told the 
judge. “ When I invited those cops into my home, I didn't invite 
them in to do me in. They had no right to go poking around for 
evidence." 
“ While justice may be blind," retorted the officers, “ police­ 
men aren’t. Once inside Benny’s apartment, we just couldn’t 
ignore evidence if we found it." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you permit the evidence to 
be used against Benny? 
This is how the judge ruled; No! The judge held that iecause 
Benny invited the police officers into his apartment it did not 
mean he had invited them to search it; that without a search 
warrant their search was illegal and the fruits of an illegal 
search cannot tie used as evidence.
